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$71,000,000 ROAD 
INCOME INDICATED 


Highway Board Officials 
Encouraged by _  Esti- 
mates of Revenue in 1930 
From Road Tax Funds. 


A gross income of more than $21,- 
000,000 for the state highway board 
in the 13-month period beginning De- 
cember 1 and running through 1930, 
is inndicated by conservative estimates 
of future revenues of those tax funds 
which are allocated to highway pur- 


poses. 

Officials and others at the capitol 
Tuesday were frankly encouraged over 
the report of William B. Harrison, 
comptroller general, of. gasoline tax 
receipts for October totaling $1,196,- 
631.61, of which two-thirds, or $783,- 
667.75 was allocated to the state high- 
way board. 

Gasoline tax returns, on the same 
basis, would yield $9,396,000 within 
a year’s time, or approximately $10,- 
179,000 within the 13-month period. 

The concensus of opinion is that the 
normal rate of increase in the con- 
sumption of gasoline will add $600,000 
to the highway department’s revenues 
from gasoline taxes in 1930. This 
will bring the total income of the 
department from this source to $10,- 


have been, 
to date, approximately $4,500,000, all 
of which is allocated to the highway 
board. The receipts this year showed 
an increase of $500,00C and it is con- 
fidently expected that a similar in- 
crease will be shown next year. The 
1930 revenues of the highway board, 
it 1s estimated, will be $5,000,000. _ 

Two million dollars of federal aid 
funds were allocated to Georgia last 
January, and will be taken advan- 
tage of, :t has been announced, in 
the early part of the year. In addi- 
tion, $2,000,000 more of federal aid 
funds will be allocated to Georgia in 
1930, and will be matched with state 
funds and spent within the year. The 
federal aid funds add $4,000,000 to 
the highway board’s revenues in the 
next year. 

In addition, the highway board has 
requested Governor L. G. Hardman to 
borrow $2.000,000 under the antici- 
pated gasoline tax revenue law, and 
December 2 has been set to receive 
bids for the sale of deferred warrants. 
This money will be expended in liq- 
uidating present indebtedness of the 
highway board. . 

Its addition brings the estimated to- 
tal of state highway board revenues 
for the next 13 months to $21,779,000. 

Of this $2,060,000 will be ex- 
pended in the payment of outstanding 
debts, and $1,500,000 will be required 
to pay obligations of the department 
for projects now under construction. 

Eight millions, it is understood, will 
be spent on federal aid projects, the 
state matching the $4,000,000 of fed- 
eral funds on an even basis. The de- 
duction of these three items, totaling 
$11,500,000, leave an estimated $10,- 


000,000 for use on state roads.

To World Powers

Her armed forces¥in western Man- 
churia scattered in panic before in- 
vading Russian troops,.China has ap- 
pealed both to the League of Na- 
tions and to governments which signed 
the Kellogg anti-war pact ‘to halt and 
punish the invaders. 

Simultaneously China apparently 
was trying to come to terms with the 
Kuominchun “peoples army” leaders, 
who for several weeks have led their 
troops in several provinces in revolt 
against the nationalist government. 
The fact that fighting between the 
Kuominchun and nationalists had 
ceased in central China was cited as 


corroborative of reports that President 


Chiang Kai-shek and other officials 
were endeavoring to unite all factions 
of China against the foreign foe, . 
Chinese in Wild Flight. - 

But in south China the rebels of 
Kwangsi province continued active 
and upon their border city of Wu- 
chow a nationalist airplane squadron 
dropped bombs, killing many persons, 
terrorizing the inhabitants and caus- 
ing heavy property damage.

south. Others, in Jeaderless bands, 
roamed the countryside, levying for 
food and shelter from the inhabitants. 
It was a case of fleeing where no man 
pursueth, for the eity of Khailar, 
evacuated by the Chinese without 
fight, was reported today still unoccu- 
pied by Russian troops. 


Separate Peace Effort. 


However, General Wan Fu-Lin, goy- 
ernor of Heilungkiang, province of 
Manchuria, was said to be striving at 
Buchatu to reorganize the Chinese 
troops fleeing there and to form them 
into a battle line along the Khingan 
mountains to resist the soviet invad- 
ers. The exact whereabouts of. the 
Russians was uncertain, but they were 
believed to control the territory along 
the Chinese Eastern railway westward 
of the Khinzgan mountains. 

Reported disheartened by Russian 
armed successes and by failure of the 
nationalist government at Nanking to 
send reinforcements, Governor Chang 
Hsueh-Liang, of Manchuria, was as- 
serted to have begun independent ne- 
gotiations with the soviet government 
for settlement of the Chinese Eastern 
railway dispute. This report was 
denied at Nanking, but some factors 
were cited as tending to give it sub- 
stance. 

In its own appeal for peace, ad- 
dressed to the League of Nations and 
Kellogg pact signatories, the nation- 
alist government declared that China, 
always defensive despite many attacks, 
had been invaded by Russia without 
declaration of war and that innocent 
Chinese citizens .had been massacred. 
Neutral nations were urged to “take 
appropriate steps to stop and punish 
this deliberate violation.”

The internal revenue bureau ruled to- 
day that the motor fuel and kerosene 
tax imposed by the state of Georgia is 
an occupation tax imposed on distribu- 
tors of such motor fuel and kerosene, 
and is deductable by the distributor 
and not by the purchaser. 

If the taxes are added to or made 
a part of the business expense of such 
distributors it cannot be deducted 
separately as tax. 

The opinion was rendered by Clar- 
ence M. Charest, general counsel of 


the bureau, which reviewed the Geor- 


| gia law. In his opinion Charest said: 


“The act defines the word ‘distribu- 
tor’ to include any person, associa- 
tion of persons, firm, corporation or 
political subdivision of the state that 
imports or causes to be imported, and 
sells at wholesale or retail or other- 
wise, within the state any of the fuel 
or kerosene as specified therein, er 
that imports or causes to be imported, 
and withdraws for use within the 
state, by himself or for others, any 
such fuels or kerosetie from the tank 
ears or other original containers or 
packages in which it was imported 
into the state: : 

“Or that manufactures, produces 
or compounds of any of such fuels or 
kerosene within the state, and sells 
same at wholesale or retail or other- 
wise within the state for use or con- 
sumption within the state. .

TOBACCO CO-OPERATIVE 
SOUGHT FOR GEORGIA 


TIFTON, Ga., Nov. 26.—(#)—Five 
hundred growers, representing all sec- 
tions of the Georgia tobacco belt, to- 
day took steps tuward organization of 


a tobacco co-operative by authorizing 
E. C. Westbrook, of the State Col- 
lege of Agriculture, to study tobacco 
co-operatives in other states and make 
recommendations to the planters. 

Mr. Westbrook was directed to ap- 
point a committee of five Georgia 
growers to assist him in his investiga- 
tion, specifically into tobacco co-oper- 
atives in the Carolinas and Virginia. 

He was instructed to call a meeting 
of Georgia growers for the purpose of 
forming a tobacco co-operative in the 
state if his investigations showed such 
a course to be of assistance to plant- 
ers in marketing their crop. 

The bright leaf growers were urged 
to organize a co-operative by Dr.

It got all tangled up in the affairs 
of its blue ribbon jury and it looked 
for a time like the whole case might 
have to be ended and started all over 
again. | 

But when nightfall came; the ef- 
forts of the attorneys and of Judge 
Charles R. Nott, Jr., had the spark 
of life back in the trial’s somewhat 
emaciated form and at least half of 
the jury was still awake. After the 
crisis observers thought the case now 
might survive over Thanksgiving—if 
nobody eats too much. 

The day uad been set aside pre- 
viously by Judge Nott for the ex- 
clusive purpose uf selecting a new 
juror to sit in the place of Eugene A. 
Riker, the young salesman whose 
nerves had given out over the week- 
end. But when court assembled 
there were new complications. 

It seemed that Norris A. Smith. 
another juror, on Sunday night had 
joined a pair of reporters in a me 
ment’s relaxation in a Greenwich Vil- 
lage cafe. The reporters this morn- 
ing wrote stories about it—including 
a bit of what Juror Smith had said. 
When the judge arrived at his cham- 
bers Smith was waiting for him. It 
took the judge, Juror Smith and 
three Jawyers nearly an hour to de- 
cide what to do about it. 

Finally, about 11 a. m., Smith came 
into the courtroom. Judge Nott went 
onto the bench and explained that 
after due consideration everyone 
agreed that there was nothing in- 
volved which impaired Juror Smith’s 
fitness to serve and that by agree- 
ment of counsel for both sides he 
would continue as a juror. 

But, the judge warned, he didn’t 
want newspapers to interview jurors 
any more until the trial was ov¥er. 
In fact, he said, if they persisted he 
would bar from the courtroom repre- 
sentatives of papers which were too 
inquisitive. 

It was well after 11 a. m. before 
the court could get back to the busi- 
ness of selecting a juror to fill 
Riker’s vacant seat. Ten talesmen 
were examined, The tenth proved to 
be Edmund Shotwell, a fine, big, 200- 
pound automobile salesman with a 
jovial face and a convex abdomen. 
He was acceptable to everybody. 

The jury was sworn in all over 
again and the court ordered attorneys 
to proceed with the reading of the 
transcript of testimony thus far tak- 
en.

FOR STICKABLE STAMPS. 

The postoffice department, moved 
by a tide of complaints, is appeal- 
ing to the bureau of standards to 
help the manufacturers of our post- 
age stamps to compound some sort 
of “stick-’um” that will make the 
prismatic prepayment tags stay on 
the envelopes and parcels in the 
mails, 

The situation recalls the device 
of that old Georgian who, failing to 
make his only stamp adhere to his 
letter, sewed it onto the envelope 
and wrote underneath: ‘Postage 
paid, if the damned thing sticks.” 
The stamps supplied by the govern- 
ment in recent years have often 
needed some such treatment be- 
cause of the mucilaginous weakness 
of their backs. Letters have been 
returned to senders or sent to the 
dead letter office because the 
stamps put upon them failed to 
“stay put.”” The department finds 
that the complaints against many 
of their stamp issues is well based 
and is seeking to remedy the defect. 

By drying the stamp sheets thor- 
oughly after printing and before the

lengthening terms of aldermen § and 
councilmen, the former from three to 
four years and the latter from two to 
three years. It is specific in its pro- 
visions that the terms of incumbents 
in those posts shall not be increased 
by the act, but neglects any such pro- 
vision in respect to the mayor. 

Among other provisions of the om- 
nibus paper are charter amendments 
requiring persons who move to file 
notice and get permits: changes the 
police pension laws so that 10 addi- 
tional members of the force may get 
benefits of later provisions passed; 
changing the city eharter so that a 
three-fourths vote is necessary in the 
board of education to override the 
veto of the mayor of the school bud- 
get; a provision preventing diversion 
of salary accounts in the school bud- 
get to any other purpose; ‘permitting 
the city to divert unexpended funds 
in the maintenance accounts for 
streets paved under the baby bond 
plan to construction of the Mitchell 
street viaduct; exclusion of Rockdale 
district from the city limits; re-en- 
actment of the Atlanta zoning ordi- 
nance and creation of the board of 
zoning appeals. 

Text of Measure. 

Text of the measure, in so far as it 
applies to the tenure of office of the 
mayor, aldermen and councilmen of 
the city of Atlanta follows and there 
is no other reference to them in any 
other part of the bill: 

“Section 2—That the terms of al- 
dermen are thereby increased from 
three to four years, and the terms of 
councilmen are hereby increased from 
two to three years. Th® increase is 
to take effect upon the terms of al- 
dermen and councilmen elected’ to 
succeed the aldermen and councilmen 
now in office, , 

“Section 2—That the term of the 
mayor of the city of Atlanta is hereby 
increased from two years to four 
years, with the right on the part of 
the mayor to succeed himself for one 
term only in direct succession.” 

Attaches of the attorney-general’s 
office also pointed to the law requir- 
ing that the contents of any bill be 
set out in full in the caption. 

Caption of the bill follows: 

“An act to amend an act estab- 
lishing a new charter for the city of 
Atlanta. approved February 28, 1874, 
and the several acts amendatory there- 
of; and for other purposes.” 

Open to Attack. 

If a contest is made on the fact 
that the caption does not specify what 
the complete bill contains and if it 
were d ed illegal on that premise, 
every one of the other provisions of 
the omnibus. bill would be open to a 
vulnerable attack on the same theory. 

It was pointed out that the bill 
carries the usual ¢aption of all other 
such measures and 
then the omnibus mé&sures of about 
a score of other Georgia cities also 
would be illegal.

THE UNMASKING OF AN AL- 
LEGED “COLD.” 


Here’s one for your favorite old doc- 
tor or health officer to comb out of 
his beard. I am indebted to Dr, T. 
Wood Clarke, of Utica, for the report. 
Dr. Clarke included it in a remark- 
able paper on “Allergic Diseases of 
Childhood” which he presented to the 
New York State Medical Society meet- 
ing this summer.

Inevitably the boy’s tonsils were re- 
moved—didn’t he live and‘ have his 
“colds” in the very height of the ton- 
sil removal craze? Then for a period 
the poor kid had to take cold morning 
baths—I suppose maybe dad had a 
kind of vicarious Spartan theory that 
the child was “soft” and so the whole 
hide of the dog that bit him ought to 
“harden” him. Dr, Clarke didn’t say 
so; I just suppose that may account 
for the morning cold bath torture. Of

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WOMEN THREATENING. 


TO BREAK INTO SENATE 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—( United 
News.)—FPossibility of a& woman 
breaking into the United States sen- 
ate—hitherto male—was enhanced to- 
day with discussion of the name of 
Mrs. Nellie Tayloe Ross, former demo- 
eratic governor of Wyoming, as a can- 
didate for the seat left vacant by the 
death of Senator Warren. 

Another woman already is in the 
race for a senate seat, Mrs. Ruta 
Hanna McCormick, of Illinois, who 
entered the lists successfully for the 
house against male competitors and 
now is a member of that body. Mrs. 
McCormick will pit her strength in a 
state-wide contest next spring for the 
republican senatorial nomination 
against Senator Deneen. 

Women have been represented in 
the house since war days, when Mrs. 
Jeanette Rankin was a member, and 
there are seven other women there 
now besides Mrs. McCormick, but no 
woman ever has been elected to the 
senate. Mrs. Rebecca Latimer Felton, 
of Georgia, served for one day in 
November, 1922, by appointment of 
Governor Hardwick, as special recog- 
nition, ; SoMa 

Mrs. Ross, now directing activities 
of democratic women at national head- 
quarters here as vice chairman of the 
national committee, declined today to 
discuss reports that she might enter 
the race. 

“Wyoming is profoundjy sorrowful 
today over the loss of its venerable 
and distinguished senator,’ she said. 
“The suddenness of the blow precludes 
any thought so soon of who his suc- 
cessor will be.” 

Under state law, a special election 
must be held to choose a successor to 
Warren. The governor cannot ap- 
point when the vacancy occurs during 
a recess. At the special election, a 
senator will be chosen to serve until 
March 4 1931, when Warren’s term 
expires, while the six-year term begin- 
ning at that time will be filled at the 
regular election next fall. ; 

Wyoming now has a democratic 
senator, John B. Kendrick, who has 
served since 1917. He was re-elected 
last year. In an off year, the demo- 
ecrats are conceded a good chance in 
the state. Mrs. Ross was defeated for 
re-election for governor by a small 
majority. She was elected to the of- 
fice when her husband died during his 


term. 

Both Mrs. McCormick and Mrs. 
Ross. have had considerable practical 
political experience. Mrs. McCor- 
mick, the daughter of Mark Hanna, 
and the widow of the late senator, 
Medill McCormick, grew up in poli- 
Mrs. Ross was very active in 
the last presidential campaign for Al- 
fred E. Smith. 

With these two as candidates, wom- 
a better chance of 
breaking into the senate than they 
ever have had. :

Dr. M. L. Duggan, state superin- 
tendent of schools, who was out of 
the city Monday and Tuesday, left 
instructions at his office for the dis- 
position of the money in anticipation 
that it might be obtained during his 
absence. in a letter to the county 
superintendents, to accompany. the 
checks, he said in part: 

“This payment, together with the 
regular monthly payment from. the 
equalization fund which will go _ to 
nearly all the counties on the first 
of December, and with the local coun- 
ty and district and municipal school 
taxes, which will soon be available to 
you, we hope will tide us over the 
threatened crisis and enable’ all of 
our publie schools to continue until 
further funds are available during the 
early part of the new calendar year. 

‘These payments will not discharge 
the state’s past due indebtedness to 
the common schools, but as you have 
heretofore been informed, the legal 
status has been preserved by legisla- 
tive action, and as soon as the state 
of the treasury will warrant it the 
whole indebtedness will be paid. With 
the courage of this confidence and the 
knowledge that no proper efforts will 
be spared on the part of the governor 
or the state de rege of education 
in protecting t interest of the 
schools, it is sacabitly hoped and ex- 
pected that school officials and teach- 
ers throughout the state will give their 
hearty and enthusiastic co-operation. 

“Nothwithstanding the discourage- 
ments of the past, and handicaps in 
the matter of present support, we are 
5 a approaching a period of pros- 
0 y for our public school system.

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Officiating in the Southern confererice this season has come 
in for a deal of criticism, it seems in retrospect. The pilot of 
this barge of news and views has voiced several critical notes 
from time to time. He has thought a great deal more than he 
has said, too. 

At times the repression he exercised after witness- 
ing what at the time seemed to be inexcusable officiating 
approached the heroic. It satisfied him that he was a 
young man of great strength of character. 

Now that the campaign is cooling aff and,emotions aroused 
in the heat of conflict have returned to normal, good might be 
done by discussing the matter calmly and suggesting remedies, 
if any be needed. 


ASKED THE OFFICIALS. 

Following an old adage, I went to the source to find out 
what was wrong with the officiating, if anything. I went to 
officials. They know more about officiating than anybody else. 

I searched out two well known officials and asked 
them in turn and point blank like that what was wrong 
with the system that now exists in our neighborhood. 

They told me what was wrong. 

In no uncertain terms they told me, thereby establishing 
right off the bat that something IS wrong. 


FOUR EVILS, AT LEAST. 
Out of what 1 learned | can condense the case to small 
earfuls. What is wrong with the officiating is (or are): 
1. The coaches. 
2. The fat referees. 
3. The martinets. 
4. The system of appointment.

The first evil may be the crux of the whole matter. Coaches 
of rival teams mutually agree on officials and assign them their 
duties in the game. Often this is a tedious job. Once an official 


_has rendered a close or a questionable decision against a cer-

tain team, the coach of that team often will shuh that official 
as he would a man with leprosy. 


UNETHICAL TACTICS. 

Furthermore, certain coaches make a practice of pumping 
an official full of alleged tips on how the players an a certain 
team violate the.rules. Officials are advised to“‘wateh* cer- 
tain players on the opposing team for rough play and the like. 


As a result an official goes into a game dead set on 
catching that certain player or players. 

And he usually does. If he watches one man or one team 
exclusively, he fails to rule justly by missing violations of the 
rules committed by the other team. That is unethical coaching 
practice and of course is hard to control. 


: FLESH IS WEAK. 
The knowledge that a certain coach will forever ban an 
official who calls a close decision adversely influences officials. 


They work with next year’s engagements in mind 
and take care not to offend the coach who raises Cain 
if his team is penalized and nurses grudges afterward. 


The quiet sportsmanlike coach gets the worst of it, in the 
operation of human nature. 


THE FAT REFEREE. 
Objection No. 2 has been condensed into “‘The Fat Ref- 
eree.”’ By that I mean that very often officials are assigned 
duties they are not physically or mentally qualified to fill. 


An old relic of the class of 1906 whose pins have 
slowed up has no business refereeing a game. Neither 
has a fat, slow man. A referee must keep on top of 
om ae rf he must keep up with the fastest halfbacks in 
the field. 


Such a man would make a fine umpire or field judge but 
would be a complete bust as a referee. No matter how well 
he knows the rules, if he cannot keep up with the ball he 
becomes a total loss. He delegates part of his duties to the 
umpire or headlinesman and they in turn must neglect their 
own work to help out Old Fatty. 


Such miscasting of officials often’ results from the refusal 


of coaches to have a certain official. work in their game, and 
disputes over which one shall referee. 


NICE CHOICE OF WORD. 


Fault No. 3 is “The Martinet.”’ He is tne official who 
thinks the crowd paid to hear him blow his whistle and break 
up the game. He-looks sharply and inflicts penalty after 
penalty on hairline decisions where one of the colons in the 
rule book has been blurred but where neither team has been 
injured by the technical infraction. 


Where two rulings are possible on a play he takes 
the more spectacular one. Or he selects the ruling that 
hits the home team hard just to prove before all the 
crowd what a brave, honest fellow he is. 

There are men like that in every poker game. 


| CENTRAL BOARD NEEDED. 

Finally the system of 5 a the haphazard mutual 
agreement business that coaches must go through with in the 
south, is really the root of the whole matter. 


_ Officials for all conference games should be ap- 
pointed by a central board of officials and not announced 
until the ‘hour before the game. Then let the coaches 
__, who believe’in jinxes and omens bite their nails in vain.

FUTURE PLANS. 

It is probable that as soon ‘as the 
athletic situation in the various mem- 
bers of the conference becomes really 
efficient—as soon as there is the max- 
imum of competition provided for all 
students—then a division of the con- 
ference might be advisable. As long 


is today I see many reasons for con- 
tinuing under the present arrange- 
ment. 

One of the most striking examples 
of the value of the present organiza- 
tions can be seen in the value to 
basketball as a game that has come 
out of the conference tournament. If 
this tournament had been run as an 
open college tournament there would 
have been a large number of regular 
attendants who would not come. The 
regular attendance of almost the same 
set of competitors every year has 
raised the standard of basketball im- 
measureably. The same ean be said 
about almost a dozen minor sports. 

The impossibility of determining 
champions does not seem to be any 
ground for criticism of the present 
wide geographical distribution of the 
Southern conference. The same situa- 
tion holds true in other sections of 
‘the country and no one worries over 
it. No one ever loses any sleep over 
the question of whether Pittsburgh or 
Yale has the champion team of the 
east, year in year out. The busi- 
ness of an athletic organization or 
conference is to foster and encourage 
as much athletic competition on a ba- 
sis of scholastic and athletic equality 
as is possible. The question of cham- 
pionships never arises at conference 
meetings, in fact no one is interested 
much when the season is over. The 
presence of championship boards, or 
committees. for the purpose of elect- 
ing champions, savors of high school 
association tactics, important empha- 
sis on the wrong phase of athletic 
competition.

Following unanimous approval 
Tuesday morning by the Atlanta bond 
commission of selection of Whitman, 
Requardt & Smith, Baltimore engi- 
neers, for a comprehensive survey of 
Atlanta and its envirous with a view 
of establishing adequate sewage dis- 
posal facilities, members of the streets 
committee Tuesday afternoon named a 
subcommittee of four to file recom- 
mendations at a meeting to be held 
within the next few days. 


Dr. P. L. Moon, chairman of the 
sewer committee, who was named 
chairman of the subcommittee, de- 
clared that he would call his commit- 
tee into session as soon as possible. 

Other members of the subcommittee, 
in addition to Dr. Moon, are Hender- 
son Hallman, chairman of the sewer 
committee of the Atlanta bend com- 
mission; Clarke Donaldson, chief of 
construction, and Councilman Frank 
H. Reynolds, of the eighth ward. 


Indications were that the sewer com- 
mittees would concur in the action of 
the bond commission in selection of 
the Whitman concern as one of the 
most outstanding, experienced and 
prominent firms in the country. 

Delay in naming the Whitman com- 
pany was due to the appearance of 
representatives of other leading engi- 
neering firms throughout the country 
before the committee in a bid for the 
work. 

Among those who appeared were F. 
G. Cunningham, of the Cunningham, 
Fuller & McClintock Company, New 
York, associated with Wiedeman & 
Singleton, Atlanta; William Olsen, of 
Olsen, Inc., with Dr. Willem Rudolfs 
as a consultant, and Ts D. Meador, of 
the Meador Construction Company, 
Atlanta. 

Politics Avoided. 

Mr. Donaldson declared that all the 
firms represented were good ones, but 
that he had attempted to eliminate 
politics in selection of a concern of 
outstanding and recognized ability 
without regard to its affiliations. 

“IT want to say that I have received 


-the bids of all those who wished to 


file them with this office,” Mr. Don- 
aldson said. “After carefully going 
into the qualifications of all of them 
I decided to recommend the Whitman 
company. We should keep politics 
out of selection of an engineer for 
this important work and that is what 
I have attempted to do. 

“So far as I know, the firm recom- 
mended has no Atlanta connections. I 
know from recomm tions received 
from about a score of responsible per- 
sons from all sections of the country 
that it is reliable and is red 
among the very best in the nation.

“(5)—Estimate and location of 
existing industrial wastes and forecast 
of the probable sewerage flow from fu- 
ture industrial areas. 

“(6)—Estimates of storm water 
run-off reaching existing city sewer- 
age at the present time and in the 
future. Also estimates of the present 
and future storm water run-off in all 
the principal drainage areas whether 
sewered or not at the present time. 

“(7)—Study of the capacity of 
of existing sewers and estimates of the 
quantity of storm water reaching them 
at present and with future develop- 
ment. 

““(8)—Location and design as far 
as capacity is concerned, of relief 
sewers required by the overcharging 
of existing sewers. 

“(9)—Location and required ca- 
pacities and sizes of mains lateral 
interceptors for the vari drainage 
areas where the separate system of 
sewers is to used. This study will 
have to be made for both the 
water and sanitary sewers. 

“(10)—Location and sizes and ca-
